Moors Unperturbed 
Moore, who maintained a “poker 
face" throughout the trial, seemed 
unmoved aa the verdict woe re 
ported. 
The verdict of first degree mur­ 
der, but with recommendation of 
mercy—requiring Judge Joel H 
Sharp to sentence Moore to prison 
for life—thus spared the defend 
ant, indicted for the murder of 
his farthr-ln-law, Howard Oscar 
Williams, 53, whom he shot on the 
streets of East Liverpool late In 
the afternoon of June 8. 
The jury began deliberations at 
2:42 §. rn. after it had heard 16 
witnesses for the state, eight wit­ 
nesses for the defense and the de­ 
fendant, give eye witness accounts 
of events leading up to and includ­ 
ing the fatal shooting, which cli­ 
maxed a family quarrel and left 
Mr. Williams dying on the street. 
Moore’s wife Dorothy, 26, wounded 
and crippled for life, his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Edna Williams, 51, wound­ 
ed in the abdomen, and Paul Er­ 
win, a brother-in-law, a head wound 
where a bullet had creased hts 
scalp.

A Hybrid rhododendron plant­ 
ed a year ago last fall bloomed 
last spring and, although grow­ 
ing very nicely this spring, is 
not blooming. 
It is located In 
the same plaee as the daphne 
which I have just daaoribed. 
Although 
the 
flower buds of 
some of the rhododendrons, par­ 
ticularly hybrids, were killed or 
severely injured last winter, you 
would at laast have noticed these 
buds it they had been present. 
If no buds were formed last 
year, naxt year’s ara being formed 
now, I believe I am safe In sug­ 
gesting that your rhododendrons 
do not have a sufficiently acid 
soiL I suggest that you take a 
sample of your soil, a few table­ 
spoonfuls, to your local county 
agricultural agent or send it di­ 
rectly to us for testing. 
We shall ba glad to advise you 
how to acidify tha soil for your 
rhododendrons. 
Incidentally, 
the 
materials used for this purpose in­ 
clude, for Immediate effect, alumi­ 
num sulfate and ferrous sulfate. 
Powdered sulphur may ba ap­ 
plied for acidifying the toll for 
next season but it takas a number 
of months to become effective. The 
amount of these materials applied 
depends on the present reaction 
of your soil, 


Will you kindly give ma asm# 
Information about my two out­ 
last birch trees? The white bark 
la covered with

brown 
spots and small holes made by

fested with the bronse-birch borer. 
This usually causes the dying of 
tbs top of the tree first, followed 
later by the rest of the tree. 
There is nothing you can do to 
prevent It or control the Insect 
after It attacks the trees. 


What would ens use or In 
what way oan you kill rambling 
rosa bushes? We out them down 
to the ground for tho last two 
years but they keep en growing. 
I believe the simplest method to 
get rid of climbing roses Is to dig 
them out. If you dig out the roots 
to a depth of about one foot, I 
doubt very much whether they will 
arar come up again.

“Ifs 
been a mighty good job, as it Is, 
though.” 
While the official campaign has 
ended, gas stations will continue 
to accept rubber, but only aa dona­ 
tions. During the campaign the 
stations paid a cent a pound, but 
there baa been no provision made 
foe purchasing the rubber since 
the drive ended.

Government Officials Should Prepare ‘Briefs 
With Background For Press; Would Aid Public

E 
VEN lf there w ere no need for 
censorship, it would still be 
an immensely difficult work to 
enable the people to understand 
the what and the why and the 
how of the many unusual things 
that they m ust do and put 
with In war time. 
The longer the w ar lasts, and 
there is every prospect that this 
will be a very long war, the more 
im portant It will be to see to It 
that the press and the radio are 
able to keep the people informed 
upon m atters like rationing, price 
and wage fixing, the draft, taxes, 
salvage, priorities and allocations 
which 
touch 
directly 
the 
daily 
lives of every one. 
It Is In this field of w ar infor­ 
mation that the governm ent thus 
far has been least successful. Let 
us call It for convenience the field 
of civilian participation. 
This will enable us to reirard the 
field of military news as distinct 
Here, too, there Is very much that 
can and m ust be Improved lf the 
nation is to have confidence and 
the capacity to judge aud criticize 
constructively and the conviction 
of the high seriousness of the 
wsr. 
But military events and the dip­ 
lomatic actions which are indis­ 
solubly bound up with them must 
be subject to the censor, and there­ 
fore they present a quite different 
problem from the measures which 
have to do with civilian partici­ 
pation.

Claval War In A Nutshell 
npH B navy's report th at U. S. submarines torpedoed 
five destroyers out of a total of l l Japanese 
Vessels hit by bombs and torpedoes In the Aleutians 
since June 8 comes close to putting the Idea behind 
navies in a nutshell. They are a service of supply. 
W arships are incidental to cargo boats. 
The Japanese are vulnerable in the outposts they 
have established In the Aleutians because of their 
long supply line. They are operating a t the circum 
terence instead of the center of their area of mili­ 
ta ry potency. They are subject, therefore, to the 
identical danger that has beset the Americans and 
B ritish In this war—the danger of raids on relit 
lively unprotected shipping by bombers and prowl 
fog submarines. These implements threaten to upset 
ell existing principles of naval power. They have 
offset m ost of the protection to supply ships furn­ 
ished by surface craft. They are proving to he as 
lethal in the hands of those who have suffered 
m ost heavily from them as they have been In the 
hands of the Germans and Japanese, m oreover—as 
the Japanese now are learning to their sorrow. 
The thing th at did more than anything else to 
wreck Germany in the F irst World w ar was Its de­ 
pendance on sea-borne supplies that could be stop­ 
ped by the British naval blockade. The sam e thing 
may wreck Japan In this war sooner or later. The 
same thing at the moment is the most em barrassing 
problem faced by the United States, which still has 
discovered no way to overcome the German subm a­ 
rine blockade off Its Atlantic coast. 
And Germany's greatest single advantage In this 
war is Interior lines of supply that can't be block­ 
aded.

HE same procedure cannot be 
used In the military and the 
civilian field—in the field where 
censorship m ust operate and In 
the field where the purveying of 
Information Is a dally need.

For example, all the facts 
about the oil supply of the East 
coast include facts about the dis­ 
position of tankers and of escorts 
which must be censored. 
Nevertheless, as a practical m at­ 
ter, the censored facts are an un­ 
im portant part of the Information 
that civilians need to know, and 
as regards oil, the problem of the 
government is not how to conceal 
a few facts but how to explain 
the whole situation.

HUS, when a government agency

memoranda. These are the icebergs 
under the water. 
W hat the governm ent agencies 
do not do, what I think they will 
have to do, Is to make available to 
the responsible newspapermen th# 
substance of this background In 
some considerable detail. There 
Is no other way In which any one 
can hope to understand why one 
policy, rath er than some other one, 
was decided upon. 
And lf the newspapermen do not 
understand the policy, they certain­ 
ly will ndt be able to make their 
readers understand It. 
Now It is evident that newspaper­ 
men cannot be Invited to sit in Mr. 
H enderson’s office or given the 
free use of his letter files, But 
w hat can be done Is what ought al­ 
ways to be done as a m atter of 
sound and orderly government-— 
Mr. Henderson’s announcements of 
policy should be supported by a 
comprehensive brief wit to be sub­ 
mitted to court or a congressional 
committee, setting forth the data 
and the reasons on which he is act­ 
ing.

The government never has real­ 
ised fully whet every working news­ 
paperman knows—that newspapers 
are not produced by telegraphing 
official announcements to be set up 
by printing presses. 
How news Is presented and ex­ 
plained and commented upon de­ 
pends .upon how well the corres­ 
pondent and his editors under­ 
stand the whole situation of which 
the Immediate day's news Is only 
a fragment. 
In fact, news in the narrow sense 
of the term Is like the visible part 
of an iceberg which, in fact is

this to rt is in the field of civil- 
lan participation the vital part of 
a true information service. The 
off-the-record and the background 
conferences are supposed to fill 
this need. In fact they cannot, as 
any one can testify who has at­ 
tended them. For unless a news­ 
paperm an already knows a great 
deal about a subject, be cannot 
really know w hat questions to ask. 
Ideally, the conference should 
follow several days after the brief 
has been offered. Then newspa­ 
permen could argue out with the 
officials the obscure and controver­ 
sial points. 
This may seem like a lot of 
trouble. But In the end It would 
save trouble. For lf policies were 
launched only after they had been 
presented In a careful brief, the 
governm ent 
agencies 
themselves 
would know better than they now 
do what they are doing. 
By taking the trouble to put 
clearly in writing w hat they are 
doing and why. the officials would 
have to clarify their own views, 
would 
explain 
their 
actions 
to 
their own frequently bewildered 
subordinates 
and 
would obviate 
many of the contradictions and 
collisions with other agencies.

H E procedure I am suggesting 
Is, It seems to me, peculiarly 
necessary in a time when great 
measures affecting the dally lives 
of the people are Instituted by ad 
m lnlstratlve action, and not after 
prolonged legislative debate. It is 
tbe lack of th at debate which de­ 
prives the public of that large 
body of information which Is In 
normal times available. 
The lack In general can be filled 
lf the government agency would 
make It the rule In presenting poli­ 
cies not to rely on press releases 
alone but to back them up with a 
careful thoroughly argued brief re­ 
porting the whole basis of the 
policy.

N considering cafe entertainers of the type of the 
late Lee Copeland, whose career I discussed the 
other day, it m ust be remembered that this always 
has been a field apart in the world of entertainment, 
with a technique all Its own. 
Many a great cafe entertainer whose art and 
personality can Jam a comparatively small room with 
customers nightly and produce a weekly salary into 
four figures Is lost on the stage. Similarly, many 
high priced perform ers of the stage do not know the 
right tim e when they attem pt cafe appearances. 
They merely bore their audiences. 
This has been demonstrated again and again. An 
experienced cafe entertainer who can hold an unruly 
“saloon” crowd In the palm of his hand thoroughout 
a long session on the floor may seem confused and 
futile ap there on the rostrum before a theater 
gathering. He may employ every word and gesture 
with which he “kills” the cafe mob and never raise 
a ripple from the cushioned seats. 
A theater a ta r of purest ray serene whose every 
move enthralls in the theater and whose knowledge 
and practice of the dram atic a rt may be perfection 
pine, can speedily assum e the aspect of a complete 
dope on a cafe floor and cause the crowd to marvel 
a t his Ineptness, lf not to give him the good old razz. 
There are some performers who are swell in both 
places, but not many. 
T 
HE screen, of course, Is a specialized department 
of public entertainm ent that does not always re­ 
flect the true talent of performer* because it requires 
oertaln attributes that are unnecessary on the stage 
or In a cafe. 
Some of the stage and cafe artists have been highly 
successful in pictures but others of equal ability 
have failed for reasons that do not diminish their 
popularity In their own field. 
The present king of the cafe entertainers In the 
comedy line undoubtedly Joe E. Lewis, who says 
the “E ” stands for “Everglades” He slays cafe au­ 
diences everywhere. His name is the synonym for 
good business. He gets a big salary but as a screen 
performer, Joe is something lea * than marvelous be­ 
cause the film costs him his personality. However, 
Joe Is w ithout Illusion on this point. 
“There was so much of me left on the cutting 
room floor,” he says of a recent picture, “that I am 
getting fan mail from mice.” 
Lewis and Jack White, another great cafe come­ 
dian, were among my favorites of the present genera­ 
tion of laughmakers. I go back with W hite further 
than either of us care to think about, but the fact 
that he retains top standing In his field after all 
these years Is an indication of his talent. 
I 
N talking of cafe comics. I am drifting far from 
Les Copeland’s particular field, He was a piano 
player and singer, but I have always been a setup 
for the funny fellows. I used to think the greatest 
of them all was Sidney Gibson, who was around 
Chicago. The last time I saw him, he was with Olson 
and Johnson in a New York ©how. 
The R lti brothers were terrific cafe comics In 
their days, though the champion combination of cafe 
funny guys of my time was that huffle-scuffle trio, 
Durante, Clayton and Jackson. Then there was a 
single-handed operator who may have been forgotten 
by many of those who used to enjoy his work but 
who In my humble opinion was one of the funniest 
th at ever lived. His name was Jaqk Rose. 
I think I should include another name—that of 
Jackie Osterman, who died at a comparatively early 
age. He was the fastest man on his feet, as the say­ 
ing is, bar Milton Berle, that I ever heard. I do not 
mean actual speed afoot, but facility in thought and 
repartee, at which Berle Is the present master.

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The Gallup Poll Find*: 
U.S. People Ready To Accept 
More Drasticlnflation Control

PRINCETON, N. J., July—13—In the battle against Inflation, the 
people are ahead of the government. 
They want a program which, in many respects, is far more drastic, 
far more sweeping than anything now being done. If tile majority of 
plain Americans, free from the Influence of pressure groups, had charge 
B f ,fighting inflation, they would4^ 
put into effect these four things 
Institute polls show: 
1.—They would lower income 
tax exemptions and broaden the 
tax base . Roughly half of Amer­ 
ican families pay no income tax 
The typical citizen would require 
these families to pay at least 
something. 
2.—The majority of Americans 
t would enact a Federal sales tax 
' of J . or 3 percent on everything 
Shat people buy. 
3.—In return for price fixing 
on all products, including farm 
prices, they woald put into et 
foot a national wage fixing pro­ 
gram, similar to that now oper­ 
ating in Canada. 
* 
4.—They would institute a na­ 
tionwide program for deduction 
of a flat IO percent from all pay 
envelopes to buy defense bonds 
and stamps. 
The ideas and attitudes of the 
Jlic constitute an important tao 
»r in the battle against inflation 
because the outcome of such 
battle depends on the spirit of 
willingness and cooperation of the 
people. 
When 
the 
proposed 
$l-a-day 
Wage Increase in the “Little Steel" 
companies went before the War 
Labor Board last week, observers 
called it a crucial test of the Prest 
dent’s anti-inflation program. 
Public Shows Opposition 
Although few average citizens 
have first-hand knowledge of tho 
particular situation in Little Steel 
or of CIO arguments favoring the 
wage increase, the public’s att! 
■bude on the general principle of 
the $l-a-day raise is one of opposi­ 
tion. 
The Institute found the public 
voting about 4-to-1 against the in­ 
crease-further evidence of the de­ 
sire to hold wage rates frozen tor 
the duration of the war. 
Wage and price control is some­ 
thing which the public favored 
many months before the govern' 
maut took a step in that direction. 
Two months prior to Pearl Har­ 
bor 62 percent of all voters ques­ 
tioned in a survey favored federal 
control of wages and prices, in­ 
cluding farm prices. 
By May of 
this year, the vote had* jumped to 
74 percent. 
Rank And File For Program 
Farm leaders and labor leaders 
alike were surprised to find from 
the survey that the rank and file 
of labor and of American farmers 
were in favor of the combined 
wage and price fixing program. 
As a counterpart to wage-price 
freezing, the American public has 
likewise voted for strict govern­ 
ment control and regulation of 
business and manufacturing profits 
during wartime. 
The public always has favored 
greater use of taxation to pay tor 
the war and to elphon off excess 
purchasing power which generates 
inflation. 
In fact, it is doubtful that even 
the experts in the tax field have 
become aware of the extent to 
which people of all income levels, 
high and low, are willing to bear 
added tax burdens provided they 
feel that everyone is being asked 
to make some sacrifice.

WASHINGTON, July 13 — The 
agriculture department’s July crop 
forecast indicated today that the 
best growing conditions in years 
for the country as a whole would 
bring “banner” farm production in 
1942 with record yields expected 
in many crops vital to the war 
effort. 
New yields marks are expected 
tor sugar beets and soy beans, 
while large supplies of bread and 
feed grains appear in the making. 
If prospects based on July I 
conditions are borne oat at bar 
vest time, this year’s acreage of 
all types of crops will be the 
largest in IO years and total pro­ 
duction will be 3 percent greater 
than last year and 14 percent 
above the 1923-32 average—the 
period prior to the AAA crop con­ 
trol programs. 
Wheat, Corn Forecasts Set 
Wheat production was estimated 
at 904,288,000 bushels, with Ohio 
contributing 
39,460,000 
bushels 
from 1,740,000 scree averaging 22.5 
bushels to the acre. National pro­ 
duction last year was 945,937,000 
bushels. 
The national corn crop forecast 
was 2,627,823,000 bushels, with Ohio 
producing 162,475,000 bushels on 
3.600.000 acres with an indicated 
average yield of 48.5 bushel to 
the acre. 
The department estimated a rec­ 
ord planting of 14,241,000 acres of 
soybeans throughout the country 
and 1,403,000 In Ohio as compared 
with 923,000 last year. The national 
acreage is 42 percent greater than 
last year. 
A new high was foreseen in 
sugar beet production by the feder­ 
al crop reporting board, a yield 
of 12,457,000 tons being indicated, 
compared with the previous record 
high of 12,202,000 tons in 1940 
Ohio’s production was expected to 
be 528,000 short tons. 
Ohio was expected to produce 
52.700.000 bushels of oats on 1,240, 
OOO acres. 
Tobacco production throughout 
the nation was expected to In 
.crease 8 percent over the 1941 
harvest of 
1,261,364,000 
pounds, 
with Ohio planters growing 23,* 
760.000 pounds. 
The prospective national peach 
crop was estimated at 66,984,000 
bushels, IO percent below last year’s 
bumper production,* with output in 
the north central states expected 
to drop 43 percent below last year. 
The grape crop was estimated 
at 2,537,250 tons, slightly lees than 
last year. Ohio’s production was 
forecast at 22,400 tons as com­ 
pared with 14,800 last year.

the regular starters, Is becoming 
one of the biggest bargains since 
the Indians sold island of Man 
batton. 
The Brooklyn Dodgers picked 
ap French for the waiver price of 
97,500 late last season and the 
year-old 
lefthander hasn’t been 
beaten since. 
He won his 10th game of the 
year yesterday, holding the Pitts­ 
burgh Pirates to three hits in 
pitching the Dodgers to a 2-1 de­ 
cision in the first game of a dou 
bleheader. 
The Dodgers lost the second 
game 4-6 and watched their Na­ 
tional league lead ehrlnk to eight 
lengths, but French reached the 
halfway mark in a season that 
promises to be his best in the 
majors. His best previous year was 
1936, when he won 18 and lost 
nine for the Chicago Cubs. 
The St. Louis Cardinals drew one 
game closer to the leaders by 
whipping the Boston Braves, 6-1 
and 9-8, the first on a two-hit 
pitching Job by Harry Gnmbert. 
Walker Cooper led the Cardinal 
assault in both games, hitting a 
home run, thre* doubles and a sin­ 
gle in seven times at bat. 
In the American league, the first 
place New York Yankees also di­ 
vided a double bill but boosted 
their lead to four and a half games 
with the help of the S t Louis 
Browns. While the Yankees were 
losing to the Detroit Tigers, 6-3, 
and winning 3-1 in 13 innings, the 
Browns pinned a double defeat on 
the second place Boston Red 8ox, 
1-0 and 10-6. 
Johnny Vander Meer matched 
the pitching exploits of French and 
Gumbert by tossing a three-hitter 
at the Philadelphia Phil* as the 
Cincinnati Reds captured both ends 
of a bargain bill. Vandy struck out 
IS men in winning, 2-0. Elmer Rid­ 
dle pitched six-hit ball and the 
Reds won the nightcap, 2-1.

New Dleeasee Seen

a certainty, th a t w ith th e re tu rn of 
soldiers 
from th is w ar we w ill 
have introduced into th is country 
a 
nnm ber 
of 
tropical 
diseases 
w hich 
a re 
totally unfam iliar 
to 
th e average m edical m an. It- is 
probable th a t they w ill n o t stay 
h ere very long because they de­ 
pend upon clim atic conditions, ani­ 
m al c arriers w hich are indigenous 
to tropical countries, b u t we a re 
su re to h e ar about them and for 
th a t reason a book ju st published 
called A m bassadors in W hite: T he 
S tory of A m erican Tropical M edi­ 
cine by C harles M orrow W ilson is 
a very tim ely publication. 
T he 
E nglish, 
who 
have 
se n t 
th e ir soldiers sn d colonials out to 
tropical countries for years, have 
had established in London th e In­ 
stitu te 
and 
School 
of 
T ropical 
M edicine but w e have no sim i­ 
la r institution here. I doubt if one 
A m erican doctor in a hundred h a t 
e v er seen a case of K ala-ssar o r 
fllariasis. 
Malaria Infrequent 
V ery few have ever seen any 
am oebic dysentery 
or even 
m a­ 
laria. I live in an alm ost south­ 
ern city and yet I do n o t see m a­ 
laria o ften er than once or tw ice a 
y e a r and th a t in im ported cases. 
T he w hole asp ect of disease In 
tropical countries is different from 
ours. Among the diseases w hich 
a re 
the ten principal causes of 
d eath in L atin A m erica today a re 
m alaria, 
e n te ritis 
and 
typhoid 
fever. M alaria has not been an 
im portant cause of death in the 
n orthern w estern H em isphere for 
fifty years and typhoid fever has 
not been am ong the IO principal 
causes o f death since 1900. T he 
w hole atm osphere and th e p re v * 
lenee of th ese diseases changes Hie 
en tire aspect of life. In th e U nited 
S tates the average life expectancy 
is OS years, five m onths; In C hile 
it is about 35 y ears; in Peru, less 
th an 30; in Mexico and U ruguay, 
well under 40. 
Carelessness And Ignorance 
A large p art of this, of course, 
is due to the carelessness of the 
in h ab itan ts and ignorance and In­ 
difference to the causes of the 
tropica] diseases. A C entral Ameri­ 
can pays no m ore atten tio n to 
m osquito than you would to a piece 
of lin t th at dropped on th e skin of 
your hand. I have w atched, fasci­ 
nated, w hile a m osquito m ade 
m iniature balloon of itself out of 
tho blood of a native of N icara­ 
gua. 
T hey also drink any kind of 
w ater th at happens to be there, 
regard screens and even doors and 
windows w ith suspicion and let all 
kinds of anim als w ander in and 
out of th eir houses, 
no 
m atter 
w hether they are disease c arriers 
or not.

educational w ork of san itary en­ 
gineers,
